Forreston, 111., Sept. 23.—Forreston 
was in holiday attire yesterday and 
taousands of people helped the city 
celebrate its semi-centennial 
anni­ 
versary. 
Business houses and resi­ 
dences 
were generously 
decorated 
with the national colors, while bunt­ 
ing and banners adorned the street 
intersections expressing the welcome 
the city extended to its visitors. One 
banner was in German in recognition 
of the large element of that national­ 
ity in this vicinity. 
Ail town and cities in this part of 
the state as well as the surrounding 
country districts were liberally repre­ 
sented. 
The exercises of the day began with 
great industrial parade, ied| by a 
band of music. The guests of the day 
were United States Senator Cullom 
and United States District Attorney 
SolH. Bethea who ocepuied a car­ 
riage. 
The exercises in the morning on the 
school grounds were presided over by 
Attorney Frank Wertz. Mayor Deuth 
made the address of welcome. In it 
he referred to the hospitable spirit of 
the people in the community, dating 
back to a time even before the era of 
railroads. In the log cabin days they 
provided food and shelter for the trav­ 
eler and their homes and firesides 
were always for the stranger within 
the gates. The advent of tbe Illinois 
Central railroad gave an immense im­ 
petus to the town and added to its 
commercial importance. 
This spirit of hospitality, the speak­ 
er declared, had played a prominent 
part in attracting desinbie settlers 
and its influence can be traced in the 
steadily increasing value of property 
through tbe section, farm land today 
hringing $125 to $130 an acre where it 
was once considered dear at $4 to $6 
per acre.

Certain characteristics of Hawthorn e 
are, of course, in d isputable, un d it is 
n ot fan tastic to ad d that some of these 
qualities bear a curious resemblan ce to 
those of th a t very Prin ce of Den mark 
who seems more real to us than d o 
most livin g men . 
Hawthorn e was a 
gen tleman ; in bod y the mold of form, 
an d graced with a n oble min d . 
Like 
Hamlet, he loved to d iscourse w ith un ­ 
lettered people, with wan d erin g artists, 
with local humorists, although without 
ever losin g his own d ign ity an d in viola­ 
ble reserve. 
He had iron y for the pre­ 
ten tious, kin d n ess for the simple heart­ 
ed , merciless wit for the fools. 
He 
liked to speculate about men an d wom­ 
en , about temptation an d sin an d pun ­ 
ishmen t, but he remain ed , like Hamlet, 
clear sighted en ough to d istin guish be­ 
tween the thin g iu itself an d the tilin g 
as it uppeared to him in his solitud e 
an d melan choly. 
His closest frien d s, 
like H oratio Brid ge an d William D. 
Tickn or, were men of marked jus- 
I tice an d san ity of min d —of the true 
Horatio type. Hawthorn e was capable, 
If n eed be, of passion ate an d sw ift ac­ 
tion , for all his gen tlen ess an d ex quisite 
courtesy of d emean or.

last he had , like* Hamlet, his forebod ­ 
in gs—“such a kin d of gain givin g as 
would perhaps trouble a woman ”— 
an d he d ied , like Hamlet, In silen ce, 
con scious of an un fin ished task.—Bliss 
Perry in Atlan tic.

The village 
blacksmith, who was a very big man , 
an d who wa« recogn ized , especially 
amon g the tavern habitues, as a pugil­ 
istic won d er, heard about the comin g 
of Rozel, an d the villagers d id n ot fail 
to tell him all they had heard about 
the size of the parson ’s arm an d the 
len gth of his legs, an d of the con ­ 
vin cin g way he had of closin g an ar­ 
gumen t with his fists. 
“All this n ettled the smith con sid ­ 
erably, so when Rozel reached the 
town he sought him out an d asked 
him to fight 
“Rozel, of course, said he d id n ot 
w an t to fight, but the smith kept on 
in sistin g, an d fin ally Rozel became 
an gry an d agreed to gratify the fel­ 
low. 
“They fought. 
Rozel literally wiped 
up the groun d with the big man . When 
he had poun d ed him un til the poor, 
van quished bully was gaspin g hard , 
Rozel picked him up an d threw him 
over a fen ce. 
“The blacksmith had n ot said a word 
sin ce the affray began up to this poin t. 
As he rolled over on the other sid e of 
the fen ce, however, he called out: 
“ ‘Say, 
parson , 
kin d ly - throw 
my 
horse over too. 
I’m goin g away.’ 
“But Rozel followed the man to his 
home, an d had him sittin g on a fron t 
ben ch at the meetin g that same n ight 
sin gin g loud er than an y on e else.”—
